Attorney Young rules 
vote was not in conflict 


The approval came after 
weeks of delays and denials 
and several appearances 
before the city council by B.B. 
Moshier, counsel for Ramada 
Inn, and inn representatives. 

The roll call vote of the 
council in granting the $4 
million motel its liquor license 
was 6-0. Council President 
Jimmie Raspberry abstained 
from voting for “personal 
reasons.” 

Ramada Inn sought the 
council’s approval of a 
transfer of a resort tavern 
license from Green Oak 
Township, Livingston County 
to Romulus for use at Ramada 
Inn and its waiver of license 
transfer fees in the amount of 
$250, which had been paid to 
Green Oak Township. 


The elder Nehra had filed 
the application for the license 
for his son and appeared 
before the council on three 
occasions before receiving the 
council’s approval. 


On Friday, Mayor Hyle J. 
Carmichael vetoed the 
council’s approval of the 
application filed by Nehra. 


Following the council’s vote 
for Ramada Inn, Moshier 
explained the long con¬ 
troversy by saying. “My client 
was a victim of circumstance. 
The same thing could happen 
to anvone.” 


Motion to approve Nehra’s 
request was made by Pen¬ 
nington. He was supported by 
Edwards. The roll call vote to 
approve the motion was by a 
vote of 4-3. Both had main¬ 
tained the “Little Man” in the 
community should be con¬ 
sidered in the issuance of 
liquor licenses. 


Mayor Carmichael said he 
vetoed the action of the 
council relative to Nehra’s 
license approval “until such 
time as all applicants are 
analyzed and their plans for 
development are known. If we 
are going to help the city we 
should know what their plans 
are in the future development 
of the community. 


“What can you do when 
there’s a conflict on the city 
council.”

The council’s recom¬ 
mendation for approval of the 
two licenses will be referred to 
the State Liquor Control 
Commission, which has the 
authority to issue the licenses. 

A motion made by Coun¬ 
cilman Pennington to have the 
city attorney John E. Young 
seek an opinion from 
Michigan Atty. Gen. Frank E. 
Kelley on the mayor’s veto 
rights was unanimously ap¬ 
proved by the council.

The councilmen accused by 
the residents were Edmund 
W. Bizek, whose father Ed¬ 
mund Bizek, former Romulus 


Township supervisor and 
former Wayne County 

commissioner, is among the 57 
applicants seeking a Class C 
liquor license, and Brooker R. 
EcivvatUs, whose vp*** in n!so 
among the list of applicants. 

Councilman Edwards has 
reported he is no longer 
seeking a license. His 
statement came at the con¬ 
clusion of the Oct. 5 council 
meeting and again at the Oct. 
14 session. 

As of last Monday, Ed¬ 
wards’ name still remained on 
the list of applicants. 

The opinion of the city at¬ 
torney was requested on the 
list of applicants. 


The opinion of the the city 
attorney was requested by 
Councilman Bizek. 

Young’s opinion said in 
part: 


“The City ter Jin section 

4.11 restricts c? ,y officers with 
respect to them or members of 
their immediatfe family 
having an interest in 
municipal contrac ts. A liquor 
license is not a contract. The 
charter also provides in 
section 6.9 that no concilman 
shall vote on any question in 
which he has any financial 
interest other than the com¬ 
mon public interest.

Young added that since the 
State Liquor Control Act 
provides that‘the governing 
bodies of cities in counties of 
over one million people do not 
determine to whom liauor 
licenses will be granted, that 
law is clearly not applicable. 

“Therefore”, he said, “the 
issue is not covered by ap¬ 
plicable statutory or charter 
law. There exists no express

continues to increase 


Farmers need a reasonable return on their 
investment to survive, State Argricultural 
Department Director B. Dale Ball said at the 
annual meeting of the Michigan Farm 
Bureau Women in Belleville last week. 

“America’s cheap food policy must be 
replaced with a reasonable food policy if the 
small farmer is to remain in business,” Ball 
said. 


Ball said a data processing farm ac¬ 
counting program conducted by Michigan 
State University showed the average return 
on investment over a five year period by 
seven major types of farms in the state was 
6.54 per cent. 

“Yet when farmers borrow money from the 


bank they must pay up to 10 per cent,” Ball 
said. 

The farmer has a greater investment per 
worker than even the automobile industry, he 
stated. The average Michigan farmer, he 
reported, invests almost $90,000 per worker 
while the automobile and associated equip¬ 
ment manufacturers invest about $15,000. 

Ball noted that at a meeting of Women for 
Survival of Agriculture in Michigan a 
statement was made that an increase of only 
one-half cent per pound for apples could mean 
the difference between economic survival and 
bankruptcy for many apple growers. 

“Farmers must speak up if they are to 
make the public aware of present farm 
economic conditions,” Ball said.

Building in Romulus con¬ 
tinued its upward swing 
during the month of Sep¬ 
tember, Clayton Meldrum, 
manager of the Romulus 
Building Department, 
reported. 

In September the depart¬ 
ment issued 122 building 
permits totalling $2,265,259 in 
construction projects. In 
August the department issued 
63 permits for building in 
excess of $4 million. 


September amounted to 
$1,097,755. Of this total, 
$1,055,000 was for the con¬ 
struction of 66 one-family 
homes and $40,395 for con¬ 
struction of additions and 
alterations to present 
dwellings.

The total number of permits 
issued by the department 
including permits for other 
than construction was 242. The 
fees collected on permits 
issued amounted to $17,921.

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Police hunt couple’s kidnapers 


An intensive manhunt was underway today for two men 
accused of locking a suburban doctor in his car trunk at 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus after escaping with $10,000 
in cash which they forced the doctor to withdraw from a 
bank. 


Dr. Newman told authorities his wife was still handcuffed 
in the basement of their Bloomfield Township home and 
police rushed to free her. 


The armed, masked men held the doctor and his wife 
prisoners in their home overnight Sunday. Neither of the 
victims - Dr. Max K. Newman, 62, of Bloomfield Township, 
or his wife- was harmed during their night-long ordeal, said 
Wayne County Sheriff William Lucas. 


Sheriff Lucas said the kidnap-robbery began about 11 
p.m . Sunday when the two men forced open a back door of the 
Newman home. The Newman’s, who had been asleep, were 
forced into the basement of the home and were handcuffed 
while the robbers systematically looted the house of $200 in 
small bills ancf miscellaneous valuables. 


“As a rule the FBI does not enter kidnaping cases unless 
the victim has been missing over 24 hours or has been taken 
across a state line, but we will cooperate in every way with 
their police units in the hunt.’,” an FBI spokesman said. 


The intruders were foiled in their efforts to get another 
$100,000 from the doctor’s checking account as the bank to 
which they had taken him refused his request for two $50,000 
cashier’s checks made out to cash. Instead, the banks made 
the checks out to the doctor. 


Lucas said the doctor and his wife were kept prisoners all 
night. At midmorning the two men ordered the doctor to get 
into his car with them and drive to his bank in suburban 
Southfield.

Die methodical kidnapers made the doctor wear an 
sctronic device into the bank so they could hear his con- 
rsations with bank officials as he sought to withdraw 
10,000 from his checking and savings accounts. 

When the physician emerged from the bank with the $10,000 
cash and the two checks, the gunmen forced him to ac- 
mpany them in his car toward Romulus. 


After wiring the doctor with the electronic eavesdropper, 
the two told him to go into the bank and get the $110,000. 


When Dr. Newman came out with the $10,000 and the two 
checks, the men drove off with him. Police later found the 
two checks torn to shreds on the floor of the doctor’s car. 


On the way, they stopped and made him get into the trunk 
of the car wbch they then parked at Metropolitan Airport. 
The doctor w .ted a while and then began pounding on the 
inside of the trunk with a tire iron, finally attracting the 
attention of an Avis Co. employe who pried the trunk open. 


The Newmans declined to talk with newsmen Monday 
night after they were reunited at their home. 


Several police agencies joined the hunt for the gunmen. 
One theory was that they might have taken a plane from the 
airport. But FBI officials said they had not been asked to take 
part in the investigation. * i

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War book is published 
by historical group 


There is no Toledo, Mich., 
except in the title of a new 
book just published: “The 
Rise and Fall of Toledo, 
Michigan ... The Toledo War.” 

The book, published by the 
Michigan Historical Com¬ 
mission, was written by Sister 
Mary Karl George, president 
of Mercy College, Detroit. 

Wars can be brutal, but this 
was not the case in the conflict 
of 1835. A wounded mule, 
garden theft and soiled 
uniforms were the most 
serious casualties of the war, 
and for several months the 


threats of invading hordes 
from Ohio (and Michigan) 
held the border communities 
in suspense. 

Although seemingly a series 
of comic events, the Toledo 
War led to significant boun¬ 
dary conclusions that are still 
unsettled. The Toledo Strip, 
that rich corner of nor¬ 
thwestern Ohio, was awarded 
to Ohio, and for compensation 
the young territory of 
Michigan had to settle for a 
huge slice of the Upper 
Peninsula, referred to by man 


as North America’s ice-box. 
Still to be settled is ownership 
of the submerged lands of 
Lake Erie near Toledo, known 
to contain valuable oil and 
mineral deposits. 

This 84-page book has many 
useful maps, plus illustrations 
of the famous “Boy Gover¬ 
nor” Stevens T. Mason, the 
Ohio turncoat-patriot Two 
Stickney, and many others. 

The book sells for $1.50 and 
is available from the History 
Division, Department of State, 
Lansing 48918.

Operation to continue 
for school closings 


A Michigan system for 
relaying accurate, timely 
information on weather- 
caused school closings will be 
effective again this winter as a 
continuing pilot operation, 
Col. John R. Plants, State 
Police director, reported 
Monday. 

Plants said experience 
indicates the system worked 
very well in its first season 
last year. 

Participants include 
private, public and parochial 
schools, the Michigan 
Department of Education, 
police agencies, radio and 


television stations, the federal 
Environmental Science 
Services Administration 
(ESSA), the Michigan Law 
Enforcement Information 
Network (LEIN), and the 
State Police. 

Participation by school 
districts is voluntary. Those 
who elect to participate notify 
a selected LEIN station 
(police) of the operational 
status of their schools. 

The LEIN station will 
transmit the information to 
the network headquarters at 
the State Police in East 
Lansing. 


There it will be validated, 
then relayed through the State 
Police operations office over 
the ESSA network to radio and 
television stations. 

Those stations will then 
broadcast the information on 
the schools in their areas 
several times between 6 to 8 
a m 

To expedite the collection 
and processing of school 
status information, a code 
system is used as a security 
measure for identifying school 
districts and the various 
classes of operational status. 
The code will not be used 
publicly.

Public officials forum 


Who should teach morals , values? 


By BYRON K. ANTCLIFF, Superintendent of Huron Public Schools 



One of the big traps that many educators have 
fallen into is believing that it is not the school’s job 
to teach values and morals. It is. 

Ii believe that morals are best defined as the way 
people treat each other and themselves. There are 
absolute values by which everyone should live. Tbe 
biggest of these is that people should judge each of 
their acts towards others by whether or not they feel 
they are trying to help the other person as well as 
themselves. 

Many people do this in such a quiet way that it 
often goes unnoticed. Shirley Finn, social worker at 
Huron schools is a case in point, as she goes about 
doing many wonderful, helpful deeds with little 
fanfare. 

.... As I sat in a restaurant one day recently, I 
watched people receiving service from those 
waiting on them. Rarely did I hear anyone say 
“Thank You.” It occurs to me that one reason we do 
not try to be helpful as we might be in this country is 
that we have stopped saying “Thanks.”

We don’t give them enough respon¬ 
sibility, thereby robbing them of a chance to be 
appreciated and feel good.

Reapportionment poses giant task

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The legislature and an 

- assortment of special com- 
. missions will, in the months 
, ahead, attempt to work out a 

giant jigsaw puzzle known as 
reapportionment. 

It was a few years back 
that the U.S. Supreme Court 
shook things up by ruling that 
legislative bodies elected by 
district had to be elected on a 
one-man, one-vote basis. This 
was specifically set down as 
; meaning that each 
congressman, each legislator 
and every member of a county 
board of supervisors (now the 
boards of commissioners) has 
to represent as close as 
possible as many persons as 
each of his colleagues. In 

- other words,each man has the 
same right to equal 
representation as every other 
man. 

This called for periodic 
reapportionment of districts 
" to reflect shifts in population. 
The best measure of this is the 
federal census. There was one 
such census in 1970 and using 


this as a base, the job of 
redistricting is either now 
underway or will be started 
soon. The job must be com¬ 
pleted in i adequate time for 
the 1972 elections. 

Congressional redistricting 
is a job of the legislature. The 
1970 census showed Michigan 
keeping in stepwith the rest of 
the nation in population 
growth so that the state will 
continue to have 19 
representatives in Congress in 
addition to the two U.S 
senators. 

However, there have been 
changes in population. Some 
large cities, such as Detroit, 
show little or no gain in 
population and in a number of 
cases fewer people. Many 
rural areas have dwindled. 

At the same time, there has 
been substantial growth in the 
suburbs. Therefore, there will 
have to be adjustments in the 
congressional districts. This 
will be one of the big jobs 
before the legislature in the 
months ahead. 


There will be changes made 
as well in the districts for 
Michigan’s 110 state 
representatives and 38 state 
senators. Many of the old 
districts, based on the 1960 
federal census, have declined 
in size. Other have grown 
rapidly, particularly subur¬ 
ban districts. 

There are actually cases 
now in which one state 
representative represents 
almost twice as many people 
as others. This will have to be 
corrected by legislative 
reapportionment. 

The task is laid to what is 
known as the legislative 
Apportionment Commission, 
composed of an equal number 
of members appointed by the 
two major political parties in 
the state. This commission is 
already at work. Being evenly 
split politically, the com¬ 
mission could deadlock, which 
is what happend last time it 
tried to redistrict the 
legislature. 

Commission members have 


decided that if they cannot 
agree on a new boundary plan 
by Jan. 28, the matter will be 
turned over to the State 
Supreme Court. The court 
could then select a reap¬ 
portionment plan submitted 
by any member or group of 
members of the commission, 
as it did in 1964. 

The deadline was chosen to 
help insure an orderly election 
process for 1972. State 
Elections Director Bernard 
Apol had told the commission 
earlier this year that his office 
would need a plan by March to 
adequately prepare the 1972 
elections. 

Actually, the commission 
could take longer. It has 180 
days to do the work, but it still 
has not received the city block 
data it needs to separate 
districts in some densely 
populated areas. This in¬ 
formation is forthcoming from 
the bureau of the census and 
until it does get it, actual 
redistricting work cannot be 
started. 


The one-man, one-vote 
concept also extends to county 
boards of commissioners. This 
reapportionment also is not 
done by the legislature, which 
would be bogged down trying 
to redistrict 83 counties. 

Instead, the work is left to 
county apportionment com¬ 
missions which are made up of 
certain elected county officers 
and the chairmen of the two 
major political parties in the 
county. 

Using detailed census 
figures, the county com¬ 
missions will try to see that 
each commissioner’s district 
contains as close as possible 
the same number of residents 
as every other one. As it ap¬ 
pears now, this will mean that 
in Wayne County there will be 
more suburban com¬ 
missioners and fewer from the 
City of Detroit. 

Although there is sufficient 
time now, as the weeks move 
by there will be more pressure 
and more and more heard 
about this reapportionment 
work.

The development of Detroit 
and employment in Wayne 
County are at stake in the 
construction of the domed 
riverfront stadium, according 
to James DeSana (D), Wayne 
County commissioner whose 
23rd district includes all of 
Huron Township. 

“People say we’re going to 
raise taxes because of this. I 
don’t think this is going to 
happen,” he said recently in a 
private interview. “I will, 
however, say this — if it 
(development of Detroit) 
moves out, taxes might be 
raised because the buildings 
which leave the area to follow 
the stadium might be of less 
value on the tax rolls.” 

It is the commissioner's 
contention that development 
will follow the stadium and 
that this plum is crucial for 
Detroit’s revitalization. 

“By building something of 
this nature,” he continued, 
“where I see the development 
is going to come around it, it is 
going to raise the value of 
property. History will show 
that where the stadiums are built 
throughout the country, the 
value of the property was 
raised and where it left, the 
property value went down 
when they were built 
someplace else,” the former 
Wyandotte mayor explained. 

DeSana wants to see 


companies moving to Wayne 
county, not to Southfield or to 
Troy where the push lately has 
been. 

The board recently ap- 

E roved $126 million worth of 
onds for the complex con¬ 
tingent on three conditions: 
obtaining the Tigers as a 
leaseholder; a hotel-motel tax 
and revenues from the ex¬ 
tended racing season. 

“We approved signing that 
note conditioned on those 
three things taking place,” 
DeSana explained, adding 
that if the stadium authority 
does not get the Tigers’ lease, 
he expects the board’s vote 
will be rescinded. 

For DSana, the Tigers are 
the key to the whole deal. He’s 
not too worried about the 
Lions because Pontiac 
doesn’t have a feasible study 
made yet. 

The board raised $800,000 
for the architects schematic 
design. The worth of the 
project was obvious to the 
downtown businessman. 

“That $800,000 was raised 
within a matter of less than 
two months. As a matter of 
fact the biggest majority was 
raised within a month,” 
DeSana explained. 

The hotel-motel tax is 
necessary along with the 
racing revenues to defray the 
initial cost of the project. 


According to a financial 
analysis, the operating deficit 
the first two years would be 
$2.5 million. 

“The thing we’re trying to 
tell people is that we re not 
just building a stadium for the 
Lions and the Tigers,” he said. 
“We’re talking about an all¬ 
events stadium that will really 
benefit the county of Wayne, 
not just the city of Detroit.” 

DeSana mentioned that the 
stadium was not popular in 
his district, but added, “when 
I talk to them (those opposed 
to the project), I get less and 
less of an opposition.” 

The county commissioner 
talked about the peoples’ 
concern “I think that most of 
the opposition to the stadium 
is individual personal feelings 
toward different things and 
it’s a multiplying kind of 
thing,” he explained. 

People are not particularly 
opposed, he said, but they 
have something else which 
they think is more important. 

“I think one of the things 
people misinterpret,” DeSana 
said, “is the pledging out faith 
and credit.” 

“The same people 15, 20 
years ago took the same 
position on the airport, that we 
don‘t want to put any money 
into the airport because that s 
private enterprise,” the

former Wyandotte mayor 
added. “If people would have 
taken that same position then, 
where would we be with the 
airplane?” he queried. 

“There were some tax 
dollars, believe it or not, put 
into that airport originally,” 
he added, but there haven’t 
been any added since, he said. 
“They even pay for their 
police protection out there; 
the sheriff’s are paid from the 
operating revenue of the 
airport ; there are no tax 
dollars,” he explained. 

“So we have to commend 
those people who had the 
foresight to put a couple 
million dollars worth of seed 
money into the airport to get it 
started,” he elaborated. 

DeSana felt the stadium 
would help Cobo Hall and 
make Detroit more of a 
convention center than it is 
presently. “Part of the reason 
the city of Houston gets 
conventions is because people 
want to see the Astrodone,” he 
added. 

He explained that Houston 
Hall was built three years 
after the dome and people now 
flock to see the man-made 
wonder. 

“Some say,” DeSana 
continued, “build it in Detroit 
and I’ll never be about to use it 
because it won’t be safe.”

Company couldn’t cope 
with this Ionesco play

Eugene Ionesco, one of the 
fountainheads of the absurdist 
school, has always maintained 
that bourgeois civilization is 
insane and his plays are 
written to prove it. Few 
playwrights are technically 
more demanding (remember 
“R h i n o c e r o s”?) than 
Ionesco. 

Tlie Theatre de Poche 
Montparnasse faced Ionesco’s 
challenge in their production 
of ^Amedee” or “Comment 
s ’ <£ n Debarrasser M 
(“Amedee” or “How To (Jet 
Rid of It”)—and ducked. 

Most of Ionesco’s 
pyrotechnics were drenched 
in the waters of convenience 
by a small touring company 
which performed the play in 
French at the Detroit Institute 
of Arts, under the sponsorship 
of the Institute Theatre Arts 
Department and the 
University Center for Adult 
Education. 

Ionesco’s Amedee is a 
bourgeois dreamer who may 
or may not have murdered a 
man who may or may not have 
been Amedee’s wife’s lover. 
One thing is certain, the body 
is still in his apartment 15 
years later while Amedee 
procrastinates about its 
disposal or a trip to the police. 

The love between Amedee 
and his wife, Madeleine, 
cooped up like hermits for the

entire 15 years, has expired 
under the weight of the bur¬ 
den, represented by the body 
which has started to grow at 
an increasing rate until it is 
taking over the whole apart¬ 
ment. 

Ultimately, with body 
crashing through into his 
living room, Amedee must 
drag the giant out his window 
and down the street to the 
river. But he escapes his 
burden by expediently floating 
off on the transformed corpse 
which is now supporting him. 

Ionesco insists that his 
fantasies be treated as or¬ 


dinary behavior; this is the 
reverse logic to his lunatic 
world. Hence a set designer is 
stuck with Ionesco’s im¬ 
possible demands. The 
company which cannot meet 
them should pick another play 
and not brush them aside as 
did the Theatre de Poche. 

Actually, Ionesco realized 
that his three-act play was 
impossible to stage, so he 
wrote an alternative, two-act 
version, with much of 
the action off-stage. 

Even this wasn’t enough for 
the Montparnasses group, 
which ignored some of the 
easiest elements like a

Priest says Catholics 
can object to service 


A Catholic not only may but 
he must claim exemption 
from military service if he 
comes to the conclusion that 
his participation in a war 
would be immoral. 

This statement has sur¬ 
prised many, according to the 
Rev. Father Thomas F. 
Hinsberg. He is the director of 
the newly formed Ar¬ 
chdiocesan Commission of 
World Justice and 

Peace . “Most are 

familiar with the teaching 


which justifies a person 
serving in the armed forces 
when he believes his country’s 
cause is just” Father Hin¬ 
sberg said. “But the fact that 
conscientious objection is 
legitimate for Catholics is a 
surprise to a great number.” 

The subject is somewhat 
complicated Father Hinsberg 
points out. He recommends 
that those interested read the 
statement made to Congress 
last March by Msgr. Marvin 
Bordelon, director of the US 
Catholic Conference

“The Catholic teaching 
regarding war and conscience 
should be better known,” 
Father Hinsberg commented. 
“The bishops at Vatican 
Council II and the American 
bishops in their 1968 pastoral 
letter ’‘Life in Our Day’, have 
supported conscientious ob¬ 
jection as a legitimate position 
for a Catholic.” 

Father Hinsberg pointed out 
that in the first three centuries 
the church refused to allow 
any of her members to serve 
in the military. While there 
have always been Catholics 
who held to that tradition, the 
opinion that military service 
was allowable and even 
laudable has prevailed for 
many centuries. 

“In speaking of con¬ 
scientious objection, distinc¬ 
tions must be made between 
pacifism and selective con¬ 
scientious objection” he said. 
“A Catholic pacifist is one who 
is convinced that the Gospel 
imperatives of love and 
brotherhood exclude the use of 
organized violence. This is a 
legitimate position for a 
Catholic. It is the position of 
the early Church. 

“A selective conscientious 
objector is one who though he 
may not be opposed to all war 
has decided that his par¬ 
ticipation in a particular war 
like the war in Southeast Asia 
would be immoral. In the 
Catholic tradition he could 


come to that conclusion on the 
basis of the ‘just war theory’ a 
set of guidelines established 
by St. Augustine in the fourth 
century,” Father Hinsberg 
explained. 

“This theory says that in 
order for a war to be just, it 
must be fought for a just 
cause, by legitimate 
authority, with the hope of 
attaining a greater good than 
the harm done and with 
guarantees of immunity for 
the civilian population. If any 
of these conditions is violated 
the war cannot be held to be 
just, and if a young man, after 
serious investigation, comes 
to the conclusion the war is 
immoral, then he cannot 
participate.” 

Father Hinsberg stressed 
that this was not a new 
teaching. “The church has 
always taught that every 
human being is obliged to 
follow his own well formed 
conscience” he said. “The 
Church hierarchy has or¬ 
dinarily refrained from 
making public pronoun¬ 
cements on the morality or 
immorality of a particular 
war. The principles are taught 
and the individual is urged to 
form his own conscience. 

“The present draft 
legislation” Father Hinsberg 
added “does not allow for 
selective conscientious ob¬ 
jection. This is a denial of 
freedom of conscience. A 
person who follows his con¬ 
science and decide^ he cannot 
fight in a particular war is 
condemned either to im¬ 
prisonment, exile from his 
country or a a violation of his 
conscience. This is unjust.” 


One of the most significant 
accomplishments of the 1971 
Michigan legislative session 
was the Age of Majority Act of 
1971, reported Michigan’s 
Atty. Gen. Frank J. Kelly. 

The act is scheduled to take 
effect on Jan. 1. 

In the broadest terms, the 
act provides that persons at 
least 18 years of age shall have 
the same legal rights and 
duties as persons 21 years of 
age or older. It supercedes all 
state statutes which provide 
otherwise. 

Among the many changes 
which the new law will effect 
in the status of 18-year-olds, 
the following are notable: 

Such persons may sue or be 
sued on their own behalf, 
without the appointment of a 
special guardian. 

The earnings of unmarried 
persons 18 or older are no 
longer subject to parental 
control, nor are such persons 
entitled to support from their 
parents. 

Persons over 18 years of age 
may purchase and be served 
alcoholic beverages, and may 
frequent places where such 
beverages are served. 

Such persons may place 
bets at pari mutuel windows, 
and may be licensed to 
operate poolrooms, bowling 
alleys and dance halls. 

If injured in the course of 
employment, they may apply 
for workman’s compensation 
^benefits. If otherwise 
eligible, they may apply for 
welfare benefits. 

Such persons may be 
licensed to carry a concealed 
weapon, if otherwise 
qualified. (It is extremely 
difficult to qualify for a 
concealed weapons permit.)

Ford opposes busing, 
wants districts protected 


Congressman William D. 
Ford (D-15th District) has 
expressed his opposition to the 
concept of busing school 
children to achieve racial 
balance in public schools. 

Congressman Ford, a 
member of the House 
Education and Labor Com¬ 
mittee, termed mass busing 
“an unacceptable, ineffective 
and self-defeating means of 
attempting to provide equal 
educational opportunity.” 


“This amendment was 
defeated in the Committee by 
three votes, but we intend to 
renew our efforts on the House 
Floor to have such a provision 
written into law,” Ford 
declared. 

Commenting on proposals to 
adopt a constitutional 
amendment to block mass 
school busing, the 
Congressmen said this would 


be a lengthy process, 
requiring several years, but 
added that he would support 
such a move if it appeared 
necessary to preserve neigh¬ 
borhood schools. 

He added that, in his 
opinion, the busing of students 
within or between school 
districts is not required at the 
present time by the United 
States Constitution or by any 
federal law.

Congressmen Ford recalled 
that, five years ago, he helped 
amend the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act to 
prohibit any federal ad¬ 
ministrative agency from 
requiring “ the assignment or 
transportation of students or 
teachers in order to overcome 
racial imbalance.” 

“This amendment was 
adopted at that time, and I 
have made certain that it has 
remained in the act since that 
time, most recently just last 
April, when the 1971 amend¬ 
ments were written,” he 
recalled. 

The Congressman joined 
last week with his Michigan 
colleague, Representative 
James G. O’Hare, in spon¬ 
soring an amendment in the 
Education and Labor Com¬ 
mittee to preserve the neigh¬ 
borhood school concept. 

“Our goal was to write into 
the law a provision that would 
protect school districts which 
had drawn attendance lines on 
a racially non-discriminatory 
basis to permit children to 
attend the school nearest their 
homes.

Treat ‘old’ vegetables 
to a new face-lifting 


To put some zest in 
vegetable dishes, camouflage 
“ordinary” vegetables with a 
new recipe, says Anita Dean, 
extension foods specialist at 
Michigan State University. 

The boil-and-butter method 
can be supplemented by stir- 
frying, foil-grilling and 
sauteeing, she says. 
Vegetables can be pressure- 
cooked, pickled, baked or raw. 
They can be left whole, sliced 


at angles, shredded, diced or 
mashed. 

Or try stir-frying, an 
Oriental method of fixing 
broccoli, green beans, 
asparagus, cauliflower or 
sliced celery. Place the 
vegetable in a skillet with a 
heated mixture of salad oil 
and water, cover and shake 
over a high heat for two 
minutes. Add seasoning and

Recyling on appliances advocated 


A household revolution is 
being advocated by George A. 
Davies of Michigan State 
University. 

“The time is right for an 
absolute all-out packaging 
revolt by Mr. and Mrs. 
Consumer,” said Davies, a 
consultant to industry in 
education, management, 
packaging and materials 
handling. “Householders 
throw away more than 40 
percent of the household items 
and foodstuffs they bring ho ne 
from the supermarket, while 
only 1 percent of their carry- 
home purchases from the 
farmer’s market. 

“Consider, for example,” 
said Davies, “that the product 
cost in a jar of mustard or 
ketchup is less than 10 percent 
of your purchase cost. The jar, 
label, lid, merchandising, 
delivery and retailer’s profit 
account for the rest. 

“The box of cereal that will 


retail for 36 cents wiH have a 
product value of less than six 
cents,” he said, “and an 
aerosal container always 
costs more than the product it 
holds.” 

Davies believes that the 
place to get the strongest 
foothold on product disposal is 
in the hugh volume, 
high tonnage area of 
“indestructables,” such as 
automobiles, appliances, 
trucks and machine tools. 

He proposes a national 
depository of revenue at the 
time of consumer possession 
that would guarantee ultimate 
disposal, and, where 
practicable, recycling. 

“The housewife can wield 
the strongest influence here,” 
Davies said, “especially 
considering that an average 
family will generate 3,000 
empty containers, 1,6000 
pounds of newsprint 


publications and 1,500 pounds 
of obsolete or unrepairable 
steel products each year.” 

Davies predicted that 
householders would be 
required to segregate their 
trash into containers for glass, 
metal, plastics and paper. 

“Such segregation will make 
trash collection handsomely 
profitable for reclaimers,” he 
said, “because of its ready 
conversion to useful by¬ 
products. 

“Glass, for example, can be 
crushed and used to 
manufacture building 
materials such as blocks,, 
bricks, wall board and 
highway surfacing in place of 
aggregates,” Davies said. 
“Paper can be recycled and 
reappear as wrapping paper, 
shopping bags^etc.” 

Davies also emphasized the 
reduction of nonunctional 
hardware in initial 
manufacture. 

“There’s really no 
operational or functional 
value for those five 
porcelainized sheet steel sides 
on your household washer, 
drier, or refrigerator,” he 
said. “These appliances can 
be built-ins and need only the 
front access openings to be 
decorative.” 

Davies said that such 
appliances could have wooden 
or composition sides and tops 
that would be reusable on the 
replacement appliance. 

Davies criticized 
manufacturers for “building 
in obsolescene or rapidly 
deteriorating parts. 

“The appliance that can 
outlast your home can be built 
now, with no appreciable 
increase in the cost of 
production,” he said.

Foil-grilling is a great 
complement to charcoal- 
grilled meats, Mrs. Dean 
says.

Then 
grill (three inches over hot 
coals) for 25 to 30 minutes. 

Pickled vegetables - carrots 
and zucchini, for instance - are 
easy to prepare ahead of time 
and serve at the last minute.

Heart forum scheduled for 7:30 p.m. tomorrow 


Who needs it? You need it. 

What is it? It is the free 
public heart forum to be held 
tomorrow at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Belleville High School, 501 W. 
Columbia Ave. 

If you don’t have tickets, 
come anyway. There will be 
room for all. 

The heart forum will have 
three speakers and two short 
color movies. Subjects include 


proper diets, “You Are What 
You Eat,” high blood pressure 
and the game of “Risko,” 
designed by the Michigan 
Heart Association to em¬ 
phasize the nature of the 
habits and medical conditions 
which can bring on untimely 
heart attacks and-or strokes. 

The speakers are Mrs. 
Dianne Batch of Grosse Isle, a 
registered dietitian at 
Riverside Osteopathic 


Hospital; Dr. William L. 
Hailer, a Trenton osteopath; 
and Dr. S. Phillip Grillo, a 
Belleville physician. 

The heart forum is spon¬ 
sored by the Southern Wayne 
County Unit of the Michigan 
Heart Association, a United 
Fund agency, and co¬ 
sponsored by the Belleville 
Enterprise. 

The housewife and civic 
leader who will open the heart 


forum detailed some of the 
motives that drive a woman to 
become the spark-lug of a 
campaign to reduce the toll of 
heart attacks and strokes. 

“I needed something to do 
beside keeping house and 
caring for two self-reliant 
children and a husband,” says 
Mrs. Janet Lively of 
Southgate, chairman of the 
Southern Wayne County Unit

is “most significant” 


of the Michigan Heart 
Association. 

“Then somebody - I don’t 
remember who - got me in¬ 
terested in the cause of heart 
attacks. The figures - ft kills 
one million Americans, in¬ 
cluding almost 50 thousand 
Michigan people a year - 
shook me, and I found myself 
up to my ears in heart affairs. 
There was so much to do.” 

Her mother, Mrs. Mary 
Bowman of Wyandotte, suf¬ 
fered a very serious heart 
attack two years ago. She was 
hospitalized for 9 weeks and 
she recovered, thanks to 
modern medical techniques 


and to her own strong 
disposition. Mrs. Bowman is 
chairman of the forum’s 
planning committee. 

“Realizing the special 
danger heart disease offers to 
American men also affected 
me” she said. Of her husband, 
an average American except 
for his first name, Zenis, she 
said, “I love this guy and want 
to keep him around with me as 
long as I stay around.” 

He participates in a family 
physical fitness program, 
including swimming and ice 
skating and bicycle riding and 
gets checked by a doctor once 
a year - but when hockey and 


The revenue sharing law 
recently approved by the 
legislature and signed by the 
governor has been acclaimed 
as one of the most significant 
accomplishments of the 1971 
session, State Rep. Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus, 
reported Monday. 

In recognizing the critical 
financial straits of so many 
Michigan cities, the law sets 
down a new formula that will 
make more money available 
to needy urban areas, 
Mahalank stated. 

It will make $23.6 million in 
additional aid available to 
local units of government and 
distribute a percentage of 
certain state-collected taxes 
on the basis of local tax effort. 
Thus, Michigan has become 
one of a handful of states 
which share state revenues in 
other than a per capita basis. 

The measure will make 
about $221.5 million available 
to local units of government 
(cities, counties, townships 
and villages). Counties will 
receive some $40 million, an 
increase of $10.5 million. The 
money comes from the state 
income tax. 

Cities, townships and 
incorporated villages will 
receive about $181.5 million. 
Of that amount, $122.5 million 
derived from sales tax and 
intangibles tax collections will 
be shared on a per capita basis 
so that each unit will b^ 
receive $14.66 per person. 

Another $54.4 million which 
will come from the income 
and intangibles taxes will be 
shared on a formula based on 
local tax burden. Under this 
system, communities making 
above average local tax 
efforts will receive increased 
shares of state funds. 

It will mean payments of 
from $16.50 to $32.03 per 
capita. The largest per capita 
payment will go to the City of 
Detroit. 

The bill also provides for 
money to insure that no local 
unit of government will 
receive less than $16.50 per 
resident. 


The part of the shared 
revenue distributed under the 
tax effort plan is designed to 
grow' faster in relation to the 
per capita revenue so that 
distributions will be more and 
more reliant on tax effort,” 
Mahalak said. 

“This is possible because 
the straight per capita portion 
of the shared funds receives 
its only increase annually 
from growth in sales tax 
collections. The appropriation 
from the intangibles tax 
remains the same. The tax 
effort share will receive 45 per¬ 
cent of the remaining 
intangibles tax revenues plus 
increments from the income 
tax. 

A community’s tax effort is 
figured by dividing revenues 
from local and overlapping 
taxes by the local state 
equalized valuation. 

A state-wide rate is figured 
by using the combined local 
revenues and the total state 
equalized valuation. The ratio 
of the local community’s rate 
to the state average rate 
decides the relativfe local tax 
efforts on which payments are 
based. 

Local taxes used in the 
formula include ad valorum 
taxes, special assessments, 
local income taxes and excise 
taxes. 

The law started in the House 
where it was defeated twice 
before finally passed, 
Mahalak explained. 
“Hopefully the new revenue 
sharing program will 
eliminate the need for special 
state grants such as those 
made last year for the heavily- 
taxed cities of Detroit and 
Hamtramck,” he said. 

The problem of adequate 
mass transportation is 
receiving increase legislative 
attention, according to 
Mahalak. Legislative leaders 
from both the House and 
Senate are scheduled to meet 
later this month to discuss a 
package of transporation bills 
being prepared for 
introduction. There twill be an 
effort made to work out a bi¬

partisan approach to the bills. 

The proposed legislation 
includes an increase of 1.3 
cents a gallon in gasoline 
taxes, a $20 million urban 
transportation fund and a new 
Office of Urban and Public 
Transportation within the 
Department of State 
Highways.

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Construction of jail to begin within 14 months 

Michigan Supreme Court justice pays a visit 


Th? Wayne County Board of Commissioners Tuesday 
reaffirmed its intention to begin construction of a new county 
jail facility and to undertake renovations of the present jail 
as soon as possible. 

The board voted to begin building a new jail within 14 
months and to start extensive renovations on the present 
Wayne County Jail by Nov. 1. 

The action came following two events - a surprise visit to 
the jail only hours before by Michigan Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Thomas M. Kavanagh, and a meeting of several 
commissioners with circuit court officials. 

Kavanagh found the jail conditions “very bad” and 
remarked the lack of sanitation “amazed me.” 


“One of the things that strikes me is the lack of ad¬ 
ministration,” he said after his visit. “There are too many 
people to take care of and too few people to supervise them.” 

Early Tuesday morning seven commissioners met with 
court officials to outline a definite time schedule for the new 
jailconstruction and present county jail renovations. 

One of the commissioners was James R. McCartney (D- 
25th), whose district includes Garden City and parts of 
Westland and Inkster. 

McCartney reported that the commissioners informed 
court officials construction would begin on a new jail by early 
1973 and that the location would be known by April, 1972. The 
commissioner also said County Commission Chairman 


Robert Fitzpatrick soon would be appointing a committee of 
about 30 to 40 citizens, to include county board represen¬ 
tatives, to advise the board on public sentiment regarding the 
Wayne County Jail. 

McCartney said a major point to be discussed is how the 
new jail will be financed. He explained there are several 
bonding methods from which the board can choose. 

The commissioner said county officials have been eying 
sites around the present Wayne County Jail at 525 Clinton St. 
in Detroit as possible location for the new jail. He said he was 
hoping the new facility could be located in that vicinity. 

The county has been under judicial prodding to improve 


conditions at the present jail. A circuit court ruling stated 
that conditions at the Wayne County Jail constituted “cruel 
and unusual punishment for the inmates.” 

In late July the commissioners adopted a comprehensive 
jail master plan which included an 18-month target date for 
the start of construction of a new jail facility. 

Last month the commissioners’ renovation plans for the 
present jail were approved by Robert J. Russell, state jail 
inspector. The plans call for $1.5 million to be used for 
renovation of the plumbing, electrical and ventilation 
systems in the jail, expected them to be completed within 18 
months.
